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More Deer Reported 


Firearm deer hunters in Crawford and surrounding 
counties can expect an increase in deer kills compared to the 
last two years, says Ray Perez, DNR wildlife biologist for 
Crawford and Kalkaska counties. 

Perez says deer losses from last winter were light over 
most of the area and fawn production this spring was ex- 
cellent. He also says archery hunters reported seeing more 
deer here than last year and have taken more deer than 
before. 


‘Hunters in Crawford County will do best in areas behind 
Camp Grayling, oak areas around the mortar range, oak and 
cutover areas between Four Mile and Seven Mile roads, and 
the military areas north of North Down River Road and south 
of County Road 612,” says Perez.

“In Kalkaska County, the best hunting will be the 
southern part of the county, which includes that area south of 
M-72, east of Sunset Trail, north of Fletcher Rd., and west of 
Camp Grayling. Deer are making heavy use of oak ridges 
and cutover areas,” Perez says. 

He also reports counties to the south and east have larger 
deer numbers this year. 

‘*Roscommon and Missaukee counties will provide some 
of the better hunting in the district this fall.” 


Due to last year’s severe winter weather in December 
and January, there will be a larger number of spikes this fall 
according to Perez. He says hunters will have to iook harder 
to see antlers but there have been some nice racks observed

All Kindergarten Classes

A new Kindergarten class 
designed to help slower 
developing students has also 
benefited five regular Kin- 
dergarten classes in the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District. 

In its first year, the 
developmental Kindergar- 


ten has 14 students from all | 


over the school district. 

Frederic Elementary prin- 
cipal David Hawkins, who 
helped establish the 
program here, said the 
school district needed an 
alternative for young 
Students having difficulty 
meeting district objectives. 

Hawkins called other 
school districts with develop- 
mental programs, acquired 
information at the state 
education conference, and 
visited Grand Haven School 
District for two days to ob- 
serve their program - one of 
the longest running develop- 
mental programs in the state 
(13 years). 

Last spring during Kinder- 
garten round-up, the district 
measured the future stu- 
dents in five areas: fine and 
large muscle skills, visual 
perception, auditory 
development, verbal and 
non-verbal command, and 
the ability to perform com- 
plex tasks (intergrating all 
the above systems). 

“The Miller-Map Assess- 
ment Test we used is not an 
intelligence test. It’s a 
development guide,’” Haw- 
kins stressed.

‘Houston Chapter’ 


Parents Informed of Drug 
Undercover Work at GHS 


The Crawford AuSable School Board 
issued the following public statement at 
their regular meeting Monday, Nov. 12, con- 
cerning the county-wide drug bust Oct. 29th. 

The Crawford AuSable School District 
Board of Education would like to publicly 
thank the Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Department for the thorough and 
professional manner in which they conduct- 
ed the county wide drug investigation which 
culminated October 29. Although the major 
thrust of the investigation was to identify 
and curtail drug operations within the coun- 
ty, the school district felt that it was within 
the best interests of the county that they 
cooperate with the Sheriff's Department 
request to place an undercover agent in the 
high school this fall. It was the feeling of the 
deputies and also of school authorities that 
any drug related problems within the high 
school would prove to be relatively minor, 
but school authorities weleomed the oppor- 
tunity to verify that feeling. « 

The results of the county wide operation 
have been well publicized, but the Board of 
Education feels that it is important to em- 
phasize the following findings directly 
related to Grayling High School: 

1, Any drug problem at Grayling High 
School is relatively minor. The undercover 
agent in eight weeks of operation within the 
school was able to uncover only the sale of 
two marijuana cigarettes and the sale of 
caffeine pills advertised as amphetamines. 

2. A number of students boast of the fact 
that they use drugs on weekends or even- 
ings, but there is no substantiation that the 
boasts are true. They may simply represent 


a case of young people attempting to gain 
recognition or acceptance within a crowd. 

3. Parties with alcohol are being curtailed 
and are taking place in private homes and 
selected outdoor sites, evenings and/or 
weekends. The undercover agent compli- 
mented the school staff in their ability to 
learn about the existence and whereabouts 
of the parties before they occur and their 
willingness to report that information. The 
sites of parties are moved around with little 
advance warning because of a fear of being 
discovered resulting in large numbers of 
those intending to attend being unable to 
find the parties. 

4. The undercover agent recognized that it 
was not the school’s responsibility, nor was 
it even reasonable to expect that the school 
can contro) what students do on weekends or 
before or after school hours. 

5. In the undercover agent’s report, the 
following statement was made; “You have 
a very good school...the teachers and staff 
are very sharp individuals, and to me per- 
gonally I feel they deserve and earn their 
salaries well,..classes are hard enough that 
you have to study and think to pass... the 
teachers dealt with the students on a one to 
one basis which the students could relate to 
and they really seemed to like and enjoy 
his class.’ The agent lauded the staff for 
their teaching effectiveness and for their 
personal concern and caring for students. 

6. The undercover agent complimented 
the student body in the degree of pride that 
they take in the school and went on to state 
“You've got a good school, good staff, and

meetings in place of com- 
missioners thereby saving 
per diem cost paid to com- 
missioners, 

Harland, who made the 
motion to include the funds 
in the 1985 budget, said it 
was just a proposal to con- 
sider at budget time. Com- 
missioner Andie Neilson 
voted against it. Com- 
missioners Bud Halstead 
and John Miller were ab- 
sent. 

Kitchen said a lot of 
business people in the area 
have talked to her about 


the idea.

All of us have seen on tele- 
vision the animal lovers 
carrying signs of protest out- 
side,,the medical building 
where modern medical tech- 
nology will lead us. But is it 
wrong to use animal organs 
and tissue for human health 
and life? 

A professor of Philosophy 
from North Carolina State 
University has stated: “The 
most fundamental issue is 
whether medical procedures 
with baboons are objec- 
tional. I think they are 
because they treat the 
baboon as if the animal 
exists as a resource for 
humanity. The baboon has 
rights. The baboon doesn’t 
exist for us; the baboon 
exists for the baboon.” Any 
humanistic evolutionist 
must agree that this manisa 
very logical thinker. If we 
evolved from animals, then 
they have rights also. 

Now why has there been no 
objection to the use of pig- 
heart valves to replace 
human-heart valves? Are 
pigs low enough down the 
evolutionary chain to have 
no rights? We have no prob- 
lem with other foreign mat- 
ter used in the human body. 
False teeth and wigs have 
been around for years. 

God created man in His 
own image and gave him 
dominion over all the animal 
world. Genesis 1:26. God 
created animals for the 
benefit of man. God first 
taught man to use animal 
sacrifice for worship. Later, 


declared that all animal life 
can be considered as food for 
man. Acts 10:9-16. Animals 
do not have rights indepen- 
dent of either God or man. 
We should be humane in our 
treatment of all animals, but 
not unreasonable. 

We wonder if the 
humanistic animal lovers 
would still have protested if 
the procedure between baby 
Fae and the baboon had been 
reversed? Let us suppose the 
mother of baby Fae had 
exercised het woman’s 
rights to abort baby Fae, and 
one of her healthy organs 
had been donated to save 
the life of a dying baboon 
down at the zoo? 

Compatibility in animal/ 
human transplants does not 
prove a common evolution- 
ary source any more than it 
proves a common creator 
who used similarity of 
design. The rights of this 
creator are our primary 
concern. The humanists 
would have made baby F'ae’s 


rights subject to first her = 


mother’s rights, and then to 
the rights of a baboon. One 
strong argument remains to 
support the evolutionary 
hypothesis, the functional 
similarity between the brain 
of a baboon and the brain of 
an educated humanist. One 
mystery remains, does the 
baboon brain suffer from 
underdevelopment, or does 
the humanist brain suffer 
from degeneration? Romans 
1:21-32.

In a recently released 
report, the U.S. Census 
Bureau reported that for the 
first time in 12 years, federal 
tax revenues declined. Bet- 
ween the years 1982 and 1983, 
federal tax income went 
down 5.9 percent. 

As a result of President 
Reagan's 1981 tax cuts, per- 
sonal income tax revenues 
were down 3.1 percent. 

Total tax revenues of $665 
billion for 1983 reflected a 
reduction from the 1982 tax 
collection level of $671 
billion. Those amounts 
translated to a per-person 
contribution of $2,963.73 in 
1982, which declined to 
$2,845.38 in 1983. 

Closer to home, however, 
Michiganians paid more 
taxes. From the 1982 fiscal 
year, total tax revenues in- 
creased 13.2 percent. That 
figure, representing $775: 
million, is considerably 
more than the 5.9 percent by 
which federal revenues 
decreased. The Census 
Bureau report also showed 
‘that state tax revenues 
across the country only went 
up 5.9 percent, which was the 
smallest increase in 25 years 
and is the same amount that 
federal tax collections went 
down. Our increase is more 
than twice that amount. 

In addition, personal in- 
come tax revenues and cor- 
porate tax collections 
throughout the nation rose 
only 5.5 percent. During the 
fiscal year 1982-83 period, 
Michigan’s personal income 
tax revenues rose 23.3 per- 
eent. 

It is true that Michigan 
experienced financial dif- 
ficulties in the last several 
years that required some 
additional revenues. 
However, it is unfortunate 
that other states’ increases 
in tax revenues closely 
parallel the reductions made 
at the federal Jevel, while 
Michigan’s increases in per- 
sonal taxes are so large. If 
figures continue to hold as 
early estimates indicate, 
Republicans in the Senate 
and House will move fer- 
ward with legislation to roll 
the state income tax level 
back to 4.6 percent. That 
will, hopefully, bring our 
state closer to national 
levels.

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A WHILE BACK, I wrote in this space 
about the present activities of the Michigan 
State Officers Compensation Commission 
(SOCC), currently studying the pay levels of 
Michigan’s elected public officials. 

The SOCC is reviewing studies and con- 
ducting public hearings before submitting 
its report during December on what these 
officials should be paid for the next couple of 
years. 

My recent essay indicated how Michigan 
ranked among nine comparable states — 
New York, California, Pennsylvania, Illi- 
nois, Ohio, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Indiana 
and our own Michigan — in pay for state of- 
ficials. 

The answer, in general, was ‘quite well.”’ 
For example, state legislators at $33,200 a 
year were at the top of that nine-state list. 

But how about nationally? Where do Mich- 
igan lawmakers rank among all 50 states? 

Not quite as well — but not bad. Only 
Alaska, at $48,000 a year, pays its state law- 
makers more generously than Michigan 
does. 

* * * 

MICHIGAN’S pay scale is not high enough 
for legislators, according to Rep. Gary 
Owen, speaker of the Michigan House and 
top Democrat in the legislature. 

Owen reported at a Michigan Editors’ 
Day conference’ recently that his 
Democratic party is having trouble attract- 
ing top-level candidates for the legislature 
because of the low pay level. He thinks more 
money would improve the breed of 
lawmaker, and would attract more 
professional people, more business people 
and more talent overall to run for office. 

Going part-time is not the right answer 
either, according to Owen. He claims going 
part-time would open the lawmaking 
process to undue influence from special in- 
terest groups, and — because the pay level 
would be even lower than the present $33,200 
a year — would result in less talented people 
seeking office. 

At the Same Editors’ Day session, Sen, 
John Engler, Republican senate leader, dis- 
agreed. Engler indicated in his view that 
returning the legislature to a part-time 


Current state electrical supplies are suffi- 
cient to meet consumer demand up until the 
early 1990's, a study released by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce reported. 

However, there are differences on how 
much demand will grow after that time and 
current emphasis on policy makers should 
be on finding the lowest cost alternatives to 
maintaining the state’s electrical needs, the 
study said. 

Following the release, Governor James 
Blanchard issued a statement directing the 
Commerce Department to conduct a study 
to find the least expensive way to help 
produce future power needs. 

“Michigan’s citizens and businesses must 
be assured that an adequate and reliable 
supply of energy to match the needs of our 
growing economy will be available at a 
reasonable cost,” he said. 

The study, conducted by the department’s 
Energy Administration, concluded that at 
the current rate of retiring power plants, the 
state will have a sufficient electrical supply 
through the 1980’s and into the 1990's. 

However, the estimates of demand needs 
from Consumers Power Company, Detroit 
Edison Company and the Public Service 
Commission vary widely for later in the 
decade, the report sand, 

Nor was the data sufficient to determine 
which method of producing power would be 
best for the state. 

The report recommended that differences 
on forecasting power needs be ended, that 
the two large utilities -- Consumers and 
Edison -- should consider smaller sized 
generating plants than currently are being 
built, that legislation be considered to allow 
advance review of the costs of meeting 
future electrical needs and that a detailed

basis would attract more of the professional 
and business types Owen was seeking 
because such individuals would not have to 
give up entirely life outside the legislature. 

Engler also claimed that a_ part-time 
legislature would attract more women can- 
didates, too. He may have a valid and oft- 
overlooked point. 

Predictably, neither Owen nor Engler 
would pinpoint a pay level they favor. 

‘How much money would attract top can- 
didates,’’ Owen was asked; he dodged the 
question. ‘How much should legislators be 
paid,” Engler was asked; he, too, side- 
stepped. 

The SOCC cannot dodge the question, how- 
ever. Its report is due in December, and the 
legislature must take action in February. 
Without any action, the SOCC recommenda- 
tions will go into effect.

Great Lakes May Be Next 
“Sunbelt” Area 

The Great Lakes states will be the coun- 
try’s next economic ‘“‘sunbelt,” a California 
engineer told a recent public hearing on 
Michigan’s infrastructure. 

Franklin Argady also praised Michigan as 
the first state to define its problems on a 
local basis and said society had the best op- 
portunity of the last 50 years to “rebuild the 
country for the next 100 years.” 

Argady, president of URS Engineering 
Corporation in San Mateo, told Governor 
Blanchard’s panel of infrastructure that 
Michigan, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio were 
set to become the next region of significant 
economic growth. 

Factors appealing to business, he said, in- 
cluded a stable labor force and an abun- 
dance of resources such as water. 

States were going to have to go out to high 
technology industries, such as_ robotics 
manufacturing, ‘‘and convince them of the 
propriety of coming to these states.” 

Repairs and new development will cost an 
estimated $750 billion nationally over the 
next 15 years, he said. 

But in developing solutions to needs of 
essential government facilities, states 
should not count on unlimited aid from the 
federal government. 

The cutback of that supply is due both to 
political pressures and because, in the past, 
many federal programs have not worked. 

The governor’s committee is studying 
ways to improve the state’s decaying infra- 
structure which included roads, bridges and 
sewer systems.

Neighborhood 
Watch Program 


Community education has 
become a major part of 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department’s program for 
diminishing lawlessness. In 
the continuing effort to up- 
grade the. program, three 
new audio visual films, 
“Child Abuse’, ‘‘Toughest 
Gang”, and “Every Eight 
Seconds”’ are available from 
the office for showing at 
schools, parent groups, civic 
clubs, and other law enforce- 


ment agencies. 
The purpose of ‘Child 
Abuse’, also called the 


“Silent Epidemic,” is to 
provide accurate, current 
knowledge of the four cate- 
gories of child abuse, and to 
give concerned citizens the 
chance to do something con- 
structive about the problem. 
The four forms of child 
abuse are physical abuse, 
neglect, emotional abuse, 
and sexual abuse. It is the 
cause of much:suffering,: in- 
cluding broken lives and 
wrecked families. 

“Toughest Gang” explains 
how the Neighborhood Wat- 
ch program has become a 
proven crime deterrent. It 
also points out how simple it 
is to form and maintain a 
Neighborhood Watch pro- 
gram. “Every Eight Secon- 
ds” examines myths asso- 
ciated with burgiarly, the 
vulnerable points of entry in- 
to a home, and effective and 
common sense means of 
precautions one should take 
daily.

We found a bat the other 
day which I am not sure is 
commonly found here during 
the summer. We normally 
find the Little Brown Bat 
here in large numbers, but 
the one we found dead was a 
Red Bat. Whether it was 
migrating from the northern 
part of its range, I do not 
know. That it was easy to 
identify as a Lasiurus 
borealis goes without saying. 

Have you ever looked at a 
brick-red bat? This bat is 
only a bit over four inches 
long from nose to tail and 
weights as much as a half 
ounce. Most bats group 
together, but this bat is soli- 
tary and prefers to roost in 
trees. According to one sour- 
ce I have, these bats usually 
feed in pairs and work the 
same area over and over. 
The Red Bat is common over 
much of the United States 
ranging from Texas to the 
Hudson’s Bay. Like many 
Wats, the Red migrates south 
in the fall as soon as insect 
supplies start to drop. While 
they may be solitary during 
most of the year, they 
migrate in open flocks with 
most flying at heights of 150 
to 400 feet and have been 240 
miles out at sea. Only two to 
four young are raised a year 
and are independent of their 
parents in about three 
weeks. Red bats feed ex- 
clusively on insects which 
are taken in a period of one- 
half to one and_ one-half 
hours after sunset and 
before sunrise.

generic variety. Over 150 
popular drugs approved af- 
ter 1962 - including Valium, 
Motran and Inderal - have no 
generic equivalents because 
there was no_ simplified 
procedure for approval. 

The new law also grants 
companies producing 
“pioneer drugs’’ an extra 5 
years of patent protection - 
from 17 to 22 years - to make

went well, 

‘Only two of the 14 students 
in the developmental Kin- 
dergarten were able to grasp 
a pencil with their thumb 
and forefinger when school 
started. Eleven of the 14 
were unable to recognize 
their written names. Ten 
were unable to write their 
names. 

Superintendent Kent Rey- 
nolds said these students are 
behind in physical develop- 
ment and the differences 
between them and students 
in the regular Kindergarten 
classes had nothing to do 
with how smart they are or 
how much learning potential 
they have. 

School officials held con- 
ferences with parents and 
jointly decided which stu- 
dents would benefit the most 
from the new class. Rey- 
nolds said most parents have 
been pleased so far with the 
class. He also said the 
developmental Kindergar- 
ten has had a dramatic im- 
pact on the five regular Kin- 
dergarten classes. 


In the past, students 
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behind in physical develop- 
ment needed plenty of extra 
time from an instructor and 
took away classroom time 
from students ready for a 
Kindergarten program. This 
fall, district Kindergarten 
instructors report they are 
accomplishing more. 

Next year, the school 
district will initiate a first 
grade primer class for any 
students - from the develop- 
mental Kindergarten or 
regular Kindergarten 
classes - not ready for the 
regular first grade program. 

The developmental Kin- 
dergarten is housed in the 
Frederic Elementary 
because of the available 
classroom space _ there. 
Grayling Elementary has no 
classroom space available 
and will be using a portable 
classroom again this year. 

The class is taught this 
year by Patricia Hawkins.

Hiveley said, ‘‘the clinic is a 
good idea. The clinic will be 
great for people who are 
unable to see their doctor 
during normal office hours.” 


Rachel Harwood, a six-year- 
old from Grayling, was 
brought in by her mother 
Jean with a sore throat. Mrs. 
Harwood said she got in to 
see a doctor within ten 
minutes and was very im- 
pressed with the clinic and 


would definitely use it for 
her three children in the 
future. 

The clinic was conceived 
out of a need to have more 
out-patient services at the 
hospital, according to Jim 
Packard, vice president of 
Mercy Hospital. ‘Hospitals 
are entering a time when 
more emphasis will be 
placed on prevention and 
keeping patients out of the 
hospital. Health care costs 
have risen sharply for: the 
past few years to where they 
now exceed 10 percent of the 
gross national product.

In Case No. U-5451, Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company (MichCon) was authorized by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission (Commission) to engage 
in its Interest-Free Financing UFF Program) for the 
conservation of natural gas pursuant to 1978 PA 211 
and the Commission’s Residential Conservation Stan- 
dards, R 460.2401 et seq.
